But Poland, although not so in- 
transigeant as appears, will very re- 
luctantly give up the French guaran- 
tee, which it insists is also its due 
under the terms of a secret treaty 
with France. Here is reached the 
admittedly perilous question of the 
Danzig corridor and the Polish out- 
let to the sea, which passes through 
Prussia, and the problem of Upper 
Silesia, which Poland fears might 
. be wrested from it by force when 
Germany is strong enough, in spite 
of a German pledge to abstain from 
aggression. 

The German delegation points out 
that such fears are groundless, | 
since Germany would immediately be 
crushed by its former enemies if it 
attempted such a criminal act. Ger- 
many insists on its right to conclude 
an arbitration treaty with Poland, 
unfettered by any other power, so 
that it may proceed by methods of 
conciliation to try to obtain in course 
of time an alleviation of what it 
considers an intolerable position. It 
believes it can offer compensating 
advantages to Poland in a free eco- 
nomic outlet and the lasting friend- 
ship of Germany, i. Poland is willing 
to come to an amicable arrangement 
by concilatory means under Article 
19 of the Covenant of the League. 

Thus one great drama after an- 
other is being acted at Locarno, and 
those who hope the conference will 
unroll a new and better page in the 
history of Europe can only wait 
and pray that a final agreement on 
all these vexed questions may be 
reached.

COCAINE SMUGGLING 
_ PREVENTED BY FIRE 


Yacht Laden With Drugs 
Burned on Trip to Malmo 


‘ ‘BERLIN, Sept. .20 (Special . Cor- 
respondence)—An attempt ‘to smug- 
gle cocaine into Sweden’ was frus- 
trated recently when’ the 70-horse- 
power motor yacht Sonja had to be 
abandoned in midsea Owing to fire. 
It transpired at the Hamburg 
Maritime Court which inquired into 
the loss of the vessel, that the vessel 
had been purchased from a Dutch 


owner by five people in Germany as 
a speculation for the express pur- 
pose of smuggling. Two of these 
speculators, H. Loeser and 8. Bern- 
hardt, were the sole persons in 
charge of the vessel when she left 
Hrup harbor, hoping to reach 
Malmo with the cargo of drugs, 

It also came out in the inquiry 
tiat the insurance policy had been 
falsified, a fictitious value being put 
on the vessel and a fictitious name 
being given as, the certificated man- 
ter of the ahip, whereas there was 
no maater at all, 

When Herr Looser and his com- 
penion saw that it was impossible 
to savé the Sonja they put off in 
the dinghy and rowed back in the 
direction of the ‘Danish coast, 
whence they were eventually sent 
back to Hamburg through . the 
assistance of the German consul, 

The Maritime Court, in passing 
judgment, found that when the un- 
registered motor vessel] Sonja caught 
fre and sunk on July 15, 1935, 
neither of the men was in posses- 
sion, of a seaman's certificate. As

\ Geneva for‘Free Discussion of World and 


National Problems

LONDON, Sept. 28—International 
understanding cannot be reached in 
a day, but at least it can be claimed 
that in. the International Federation 
of University Students, which was 
recently at work in Geteva for three 
months, the germs of such an under- 
standing ‘can be seen ripening. 

In the first place, great mutual tol- 
eration and respect. was to be found 
in this assembly of men and women 
from almost every country in the 
world. Here is one interesting in- 
stance. Helping the director, Prof. 
Alfred Zimmern, in all the needs of 
the federation are three young secre- 
taries, all university men of dis- 
tinction, one a Polish Roman Cath- 
olic, the second a Protéstant Swede, 
the third. a Franco-Egyptian Jew 
who had studied at Oxford Univer- 
sity, and these three men have lived 
together in a flat.in Geneva through- 
out the period in perfect’ comrade- 
ship, devoting themselves to the 
cause with unfailing energy and self- 
sacrifice. 

‘Genuine Comradeship 

Rarely in an organization so larze 
in numbers. is there so much positive 
comradeship. When delicate prob- 
lems have arisen, opinions and ideils 
of the various nationalities have 


often shown thomselves sharply 
divergent, yet always there has beon 
respect for an opponent's views, and 
possibility for greatest frankness is 
individual expression. 

In lectures on the future of the 
British Empire, it was possible tor 
South Africans, Canadians, Indians 
to express their wish Aor separation 
or for increased self-government, 
and for other members to criticise 
or repudiate such views, with minute 
dissection of every pro and counter 
argument, Germans and Poles have 
discussed thelr different national 

problems; Americans have Iiatened 
to Engliahmen discussing the dis- 
position and mentality of America; 
Englishmen have heard how they 
and their ideala appear to citizens 
of the United States; members of 
subject races have stated their de- 
sires to lecturers belonging to the 
race which dominates them—and all 
this without bitterness or hostility. 

“Freedom in Education” 


One of the most interesting eve- 
nings was the occasion of an ad- 
dress on “Freedom in Education” by 
a well-known American professor, 
head of an American university, 


which a most distinguished head of 
an Oxford College attended. Rarely 
have’ there been more straightfor- 
ward outspoken opinions, or mutual 
criticism expressed by two heads, ro 
differing in tradition and outlook, 
but both so united in pursuit of the 
truth by professors on university 
staffs, and by students in varying 
stages of university careers.

“The Future of the British Empite” 
provided another great opportunfty 
for a most interesting interchange 
of thought, especially between those 
who were members of subject r 
and those of the ruling race. h 
intense conviction some of the mem- 
bers present from India, th 
Africa and Canada expressed their 
views, which were considered w 
the utmost care and wert story) 
the lecturer and the audience in 
operation. Not necessarily agre@e- 
ment, but always understanding, “is 
the goal set before the students. . 

Wide Scope of Work 

Another valuable aspect of the fed- 
eration’s work is its wide scope, 
Lectures were given on contempo- 
rary prose and poetry, on funda-« 
mentals of art manifested in archi- 
tecture, on Celtic folklore, among 
others, One of the most enjoyable 
courses was that on contemporary 
American literature by Prof. Lewis 
Mumford of New York. His vigorous 
and easy delivery and his power of 
insight in dealing with varying types 
of writers delighted his audiences, 

Mrs. Edith Eder gave a lecture on 
"The Easential Quality of Great 
Poetry,” illustrated by chosen poema, 
all of a lyrical nature. The lecturer 
held the view that in lyrical poetry, 
particularly English lyric poetry, the 
quality of expressing and conveying 
ana living force the poet's own cre- 
ative emotion waa found to the high- 
eat degree. 

A atudent of an English university 
remarked to hia neighbor; “How 
much more dificult than I ever reale 
ized before are the problems of the 
Buropean peoplea!”" “Ah!” sald a°* 
young Frenchman, lecturer in a. 
famous French university, to whom 
the remark was made, “After all, 
you English have many problems 
strangely similar to our own,”

More Than 200 Displays in. 

Municipal Auditorium 
Attract the “Fans”

ST. PAUL, Mina., Oct. 8 (Mpectal) | 
—-The second annual northwest radio 
exposition opened here Monday at the 
municipal auditorium with more than 


200 exhibitors occupying approx- 
imately 40,000 square feet of floor 
space. Theodore Christianson, -Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, and Lotus D. 
Coffman, president of the University 
of Minnesota, in connection with the 
opening ceremonies, exchanged con- 
gratulatory notes via the radio. Their 
messages appeared in facsimile at 
opposite ends of the auditorium by 
means of radio transmission. It is 
the first time this operation has been 
tried in the northwest. | 

Only a little more than a year ago, 
in fact, the northwest was without a 
radiocasting service. The manage- 
ment of station WLAG had gone into 
the hands of receivers, and with it 
went the market reports and farm 
talks upon which farmers and 
elevator operators in this great agri- 
cultural section had learned to de- 
pend, 

There was a general demand for a 
resumption of radiocasting, so that a 
definite plan was worked out whereby 
the business men of St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis raised a fund for re-estab- 
lishing radiocasting in the northwest. 
On Sept. 12, 1924, WLAG went on the 
air under the new management, and | 
on Oct. 1 following it assumed its 
new name of WCCO. 

With the entire northwest listen- 
ing to the inaugural ceremonies at 
Washington, WCCO’'s new 5000-watt 
transmitter was first put to use 
March 4, 1925. on June 8, the day 
on which President Coolidge spoke 
at the Norse-American Centennial, 
St. Paul’s new studio, adjoining the 
concourse of the city’s new Union 
Station, was opened. 

“It is very evideit that in many 
ways the station has been an am- 
bassador of good will, public spirit 
and civic pride in the northwest,” 
said E. S.! Harrison, manager of 
WCCO. “Some concrete examples of 
this might be cited. For instance, 
the Seattle Chamber of Commerce 
has asked that WCCO give a night 
to the State of Washington; Montana 
also wants to come into the field. 

“As evidence of the drawing power 
of the station, it should be stated 
that, to the best of our knowledge, 
the St: Paul studio of WCCO attracts 
more: visitors each week than any 
other station in the country. Natur- 
ally the location has a great deal to 
do with this, but the fact remains 
that there are on an average of 3000 
- yisitors registered there every week. 

“The radiocasting situation in the 
Twin Cities has argused much at- 
tention the country over. The fact 
that we have but one superstation 
' here, supported: by the business in- 
terest of both St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, has brought about an ideal 
' condition.”

AUGUSTA, Me., Oct, 9 (4)—Ray- 
mond Fellows, Attorney-General, 
handed down an opinion yesterday in 
answer to an inquiry by Governor 
Brewster relative to the construction 
of the two proposed amendments to 
the Constitution authorizing further 
funds for state highways and bridger, 
which amendments were overwhelm- 
ingly adopted and approved by the 
people at the special election held 
Sept. 14 last. .

The Finance Commission criticizes

Cut from ‘cardboard two true 
squares, one of them 3% inches wide 
and the other 2%. ‘With the smaller 
of these. as a pattern, cut from left- 
over cotton pieces 64 squares; these 


are to be the backs.of the puffs, or 
blocks. Then, choosing the. prettiest 
and newest from the silk scrap bag, 
cut out 64 of the iarger squares. Sew 
‘each silk piecé td the small ‘cotton 
square’ making a box plait in the 
center of each of the three-sides of 
the block. Have at hand one-fourth |. 
pound. ef plain cotton batting. Be- 
fore finishing the fourth side of. each 
block, stuff it with a small bunch 
of the cotton—not too full, but 
enough to allow the little plaits to 
unfold and‘a light puff to be formed. 
Now finish the fourth side. 
_ These blocks are sewed together 
in rows of six, seaming on the wrong 
‘side. When making up the rows, try 
to alternate dark colors with light, 
and in sewing the strips together

C. W: Davis of . Stanford) ait 
Outlines Program for 
Mass Athleties :

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Calif.,, 
Oct. 1. (Special Correspondence) — 
Cc. W. Davis, who came to Leland 
Stanford University from Boston, 
Mass., as director of intramural ath- 
letics, has’ worked out a plan which 
he believes will insure greater inter- 


est in the “behind the scenes” sport- 
ing activities and will draw a greater 
number of aspiring athletes into com- 
petition. 

Last year, under. Davis's direction, 
3038 men participated in intramural 
sports during the three academic 
quarters, a gain of 364 over the 
abi ge year and some 700 over 1922- 


The essence of Davis’ plan, which 
went into effect when the university 
opened on Oct. 1, is this: x, 

Sports are’ ditided into two matn 
groups, basketball, football, baseball 
and track, to be. placed in Group 1; 
relay, swimming, handball, tennis, 
golf and ‘cross-country in Group 2. 

The point value in the first group {s 
as follows: 

All teams enterin shall receive 10; 
teams winning their ues, 30; second, 
20; third, 16; fourth, 10; fifth, 5. 

Any team forfeiting a game wiil 
have two pointe deducted for each 
forfeit from the entfy points. In bas- 
ketball and haseball, 10 additional 
points will be awarded the team win- 
ning the university championship. 
The point value in the second group 
will be as follows: 

All teams entering will recely 
teams winning will receive : 
10; third, 5; fourth, 3; fifth, 1 

Five places will count in swiroming 
and cross-country and in the dorine 
Quarter Relay Carnival. In the other 
events, conducted on. an. elimination 
basis, the teams reaching the semi- 
finals will get points. The two teams 
being eliminated by the finalists will 
play off for third and fourth places. 

Teams eliminated in the first round 
in such sports as tennis and handball 
will be drawn for a consolation tour- 
nament, the winner of this to receive 
one. point for fifth place. 
of importance here insure good regis- 
tration and no withdrawals: A team 
must actualy participate to get the 
entry poihts, and any team defaulting 
a match after participating will lose 
the five points for entering. 

President R. L. Wilbur believes the 
new plan will ‘insure larger participa-

univeraities. 

“One of our ideals at Stanford is to 
have every man in the university get 
the thrill of athletic competition, as 
well ‘as the benefits that come from 
training of the body,” he said ‘to The 
Christian Science Monitor correspond- 
ent. “It is impossible to devise extra- 
mural events of such a character as to 
give all of our students: an equal op- 
portunity in. competition. 


“There is plenty of sport and plenty ih 


of fun in contesting with our neigh- 
bors. The Stanford campus is so or- 
ganized that the development of in- 
tramural athletics is an integral: part 
of the whole scheme out of which also 
comes intercollegiate athletics. 

‘Tt is not. only feasible, but also ad- 
vantageous. I have noticed a grow- 
ing. pe erp of the fine points in 
good play in practically all of our 
public yom, Fe since theré has been 
a wide participation on the part: of 
the students in athletic contests. In- 

tramural. football not only develops | ° 
good varsity players, but also de- 
velops appreciative audiences. 

“We can find room at Stanford for 
everybody to. wet a chance at some 
sport. The great thing is to have 
every student take ‘advantage of the 
opportunity open to him.”

Polygamy faces abolition by law, having 
been practically ended in fact by the high cost 
of living which has made a single wife quite all 
the average Moslem can support. For Turkey 


ing,@nd is finding itself progressively less pros- 
perous since it expelled the Greeks and Ar- 
menians who were its economic mainstay. 
Their disappearance is registered in empty 
buildings and languishing trade in Constan- 
tinople. Having determined to put into effect 
the maxim, “Turkey for the Turks.” Mustapha 
Kemal is discovering, belatedly, that a great 
national fabric cannot be erected by a people 
who scorn trade and ‘avoid as far as possible 
the vulgar necessity of work. 

Small social eccentricities of ‘the Ottoman 
state are being corrected or abolished. In the 
main this is the logical result of the with- 
drawal of governmental support-for the Otto- 
man church,: and the virtual repudiation of 
religious obligations by Kemal. Women no 
longer need to wear the veil, and even in the 
purely Turkish quarters of Stamboul one sees 
now three faces bare to one shrouded. The(re- 
sult is not wholly happy, robbing tourists of the 
sense of the mysterious and exotic which the 
veiled figures once aroused, and dispelling, as it 
emphatically does, the ancient illusion of the 
surpassing beauty of the Turkish houris. Today 
in the Grand Rue de Pera the tripping figures of 
femininity are scarcely distinguishable from 
those of any third-rate European city. 

Man, too, profits by the new Turkish zeal for 
progress. He need no longer wear the fez. Nay, 
more! He must not wear it under penalties 
more dire than those which attend the wearing 
of a straw hat in Wall Street after Sept. 15. 
Only the Turkish penalties are prescribed by 
law. That is the Kemalesque idea of liberty. 

Compelling Turks to wear the fez was anti- 
quated tyranny. So he corrects it not by au- 
thorizing them to wear what they like, but by 
prohibiting them from wearing that red badge 
of orthodoxy. Soon it will disappear as already 
other outward signs of religious devotion have 
disappeared from Stamboul’s mosques and 
Galata’s streets. The eager tourist looks in 
vain today for the devout Moslem spreading his 
prayer rug in the busy market place, while even 
in the great mosques only isolated suppliants 
are to be seen, despite the muzzein’s calls to 
prayer. 

Perhaps all this is progress. Evidently Kemal 
thinks it so, for each step away from ancient 
tradition is heralded to the world as evidence 
of anew Turkey, putting itself in harmony with 
Western ideas. And yet it all leaves the West- 
erner cold. As ever, the Turk in his official 
capacity is autocratic, intolerant, untrustworthy 
and defiant. If his massacre of Armenians is 
ended, it is because the few left living in Asia 
Minor of that hapless race have been taken 
under the protection of the Soviet Republics. 

If he seemed for a time to be willing to enter 
into the comity of nations by leaving his dispute 
with Great Britain over Mosul to the League of 
Nations, he promptly repudiated his agreement 
when it appeared the case was going against 
him. At a moment when the civilized world is 
seeking peace, he is mobilizing his armies for 
an attack on a Christian neighbor. In the 
name of republicanism he is maintaining a mili- 
tary autocracy and stilling civil critics with the 
gallows and the dungeon. 

It is the same old Turk masquerading as “the 
Young Turk” or “the New Turkey.” How amaz- 
ing that the United States should be asked to 
follow the supine example of the European 
powers who signed the Treaty of Lausanne! 


A report has been made at his request to 
William F. King, of the Senate Naval Affairs

to the fact that Naval War College findings 
show that, should there ever be a war on the 
Pacific, a fleet could be maintained only at 
ranama and that from 600 to 700 ships would 
be required to supply the fleet from the Atlantic 
owing to lack of naval bases on the Pacific. It 
Says specifically: in part: 

Geographically, the Panama Canal lies open to attack 
from the air from four points, namely, foreign territory 
both north and south of it, and air carriers on the 
Atlantic and Pacific sides. : 

The only possible defense is an equal or superior air 
force. A proper submarine defense of the canal would 
protect it only from bombardment by capital ships and 
possible air attacks based on hostile airplane carriers, 
leaving still as a tremendous menace an air attack 
started from foreign territory north and south of that 
waterway. ' 

Mr. Shearer declares that the only recom- 
mendation so far made to improve the protec- 
tion of the canal has been to increase the gun 
caliber there from fourteen to sixteen inches 
and asserts that the canal would still be left 
defenseless against aerial attack. He maintains

What armor either for individual fighting men 
or nations has ever been made invulnerable?

Three years ago Signor 
Mussolini, leader of the 
Fascisti, by force of 
arms led an insurrection 
and succeeded in seizing 
the governmental power 
in Italy. It may be con- 
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ceded that by methods regarded by many as 


utterly reprehensible he has, as Premier and 
Dictator, brought about not a few needed re- 
forms. But he seems to have waxed fat and 
courageous upon success. Thus the next step 
was inevitable. From insurrection he has es- 


| Sayed revolution, with the result that he and 


his followers, almost in a single day, have so 
radically changed the basic structure of the 
state, and have so far succeeded in creating a 
new one to take its place, that the established 
form of constitutional government has been all 
but abolished and the party system of govern- 
ment done away with. 

Step by step, and with orderly exactitude, 
Premier Mussolini has manifestly undertaken 
to impose upon Italy, by his own methods, some- 
what the same form of industrial dictatorship 
which has been carried to destructive extremes 
in Russia under the Bolsheviki. By processes 
less crude and abrupt than those adopted by 
Lenine and Trotzky, he has arrived at the place 
where he assumes to believe that the representa- 
tives of the workers and the selected repre- 
sentatives of employing industries may safely 
be chosen to constitute the real power behind 
his self-established dictatorship. He announces 
that the next Cabinet Council will approve a bill 
practically abolishing local self-government by 
suppressing town councils in all municipalities 
having populations under 5000 and placing the 
administration of local affairs in the hands of 
commissioners appointed by royal decree. 

This pronouncement, far-reaching in its ef- 
fects, was soon followed by an even more impor- 
tant one, tlfough its significance perhaps did not 
at first appear. It was decreed that the Confed- 
eration of Fascist Trade Unions, representing 
the interests of the: workers, and the Confedera- 
tion of Industry, representing those of the indus- 
trialists, so called, should be regarded as the 
only bodies empowered to carry on negotiations. 
in the name of the workers and their employers 
in the settlement of industrial disputes: Now, 
it is disclosed, this innovation forms a tremen- 
dously important link in the vast scheme which 
thed*ascist leader is elaborating with the aid and 
approval of the Fascist Grand Council. This 
scheme clearly contemplates the complete révo- 
lutionizing of the Italian state. The plan clearly 


_is so to strengthen the organizations of workers 


and employers, known as corporations or syndi- 
cates, that the representatives of industrial and 
agricultural productive forces will eventually be- 
come the controlling factors in the national life. 

Finally, after the adoption of resolutions defin- 
ing the jurisdiction and powers of the syndicates 


_ representing the workers and employers in 


purely industrial matters, the Fascist Grand 
Council, deliberating under the direction of. Pre- 
mier Mussolini, promulgated the following dec- 
larations: : 


1. That the Fascist conception of the Italian State 
be based on the “corporative principle”; that ‘with this 


| purpose in view three provincial corporations, represent- 


ing agriculture, industry and commerce, and the intellec- 
tual professions, he instituted in each province: that 
each of these corporations be composed of two parts, 
one representing the workers and the other the employ- 
ers; that these corporations form labor courts under the 
chairmanship of a labor magistrate to solve: industrial 
disputes; that they also elect their own representatives 
to sit on the councils governing the municipalities and 
elect their own representatives in Parliament.. ° 

2. That while the Chamber remains unaltered; the 
Senate become entirely elective, being eomposed of rep- 
resentatives of the provincial syndicates or corporations; 
that for this purpose the number of senators be increased, 
but that all existing senators retain their posts for the 
duration of their lives. 

3. That the powers of the Government be strength- 
that 
with this object in view a new Ministry or Presiding 
Council be instituted; that the Premier be the head of 
this Ministry and control the whole machinery of the 
provincial syndicates or corporations, aided by a Legisla- 


' tive Council nominated by himself. 


| When it is explained that the syndicates or cor- 
porations control a majority of the municipali- 


ties, it will be seen that the Dictator plans to 
rule the affairs of the Nation absolutely. | 
The tendency here disclosed is in the wrong 


| direction. Analyzed in any revealing light, it is

but a thinly disguised form of sovietism, which 
is neither socialism, republicanism, nor democ- 


. a 


racy, as democracy is,generally understood. The 
trend is; it may be, somewhat.away from that 
form of truly. popular government which ‘has 
been the hope and ambition of. progressive na- 
tions the world over. It cannot be conceded that 
this form of government. has failed.. Its basis is 
sound, and its accomplishments have bcen sat- 
isfactory. It is interesting to, take into account 
a' warning recently sounded by Dr. Glenn Frank, 
president of Wisconsin University. He is quoted 
as having said: “America has slowly been drift- 
ing away from a true republic to a democracy.” 
He proceeded to define a democracy as a gov- 
ernment of or by “instructed delegates,” and a 
republic as a government of or by “selected rep- 
resentatives.” The distinction is clear and im- 
portant. The trend in Italy, asit has been in 
Rusfia, is toward class domination. It is unim- 
portant, in the long run, whether the structure 
which sustains and supports such a movement 
is called a Soviet, a Fascist, or a bloc system. 
The dangerous aspect is that in all these the 
tendency is away from strictly representative 
government and-in the direction of classrule, a 
perilous expedient more to be shunned than a 
return or surrender to absolutism.

Mathewson’ should have 
become known and ad-

| bers of his fellow*men. As a young man in col- 


lege, through his football and baseball ability, 
he soon attracted the attention of his college 
mates, and by his fine ideals won a place high 
in their esteem. After his graduation, he sought 
professional baseball as a livelihood, and as a 
member of the New York Giants soon developed 
into a truly great pitcher and established several 
World .Series records which still stand: Later, 
when he had a chance to serve his country in 
the World War, he showed the same characteris- 
tics that had won for him lasting baseball fame. 

It was not entirely on account of his height 
and remarkable pitching ability that he was soon 
given the title of “Big Six’’; but it was more 
through the high class of sportsmanship that 
he always displayed. Entering the ranks of pro- 
fessional baseball as one of the very first college 
men to take up the professional side of the sport, 
Christy Mathewson had a considerable handi- 
cap to overcome in order to win his way to the 
very top; but never swerving from his ideals of 
fair play and clean living, he sogn overcame all 
obstacles and became an outstanding figure in 
the world of sport. 

Great as was his popularity among his fellow 
men, even greater was the hold which he had on 
the boys of the United States. A number of the 
great players of the past have been admired by 
the American people; but it can truly be said 
that no one has ever secured such a place of 
affection with the youth of America as that 
which “Big Six’ has enjoyed during the past 
twenty-five years. From 1902 to 1912, the years 
in which he was attaining his greatest reputa- 
tton as a player, his name was a household word 
in the United States, and his standard of true 
sportsmanship will be cited as an example to 
be followed by the youths of that country as 
long as baseball is played.

Surely no one can read the Associated Press 
news item from Moscow, regarding the holiday 
celebrations in that city and elsewhere following 
Russia’s return to alcohol after eleven years of 
partial prohibition, without realizing the utterly 


false nature of the stories concerning the failure * 


of prohibition in America. ‘For three days the 


Russian people have been celebrating with un- | 


abated rejoicing and conviviality the country’s 
return to alcohol,” it reads, continuing in part: 


In Moscow today nearly 100,000 quarts of the new 
40 per cent vodka was sold, and a correspondingly heavy 
sale-was reported throughout Russia. From early tn the 
morning lines of eager Russians, four deep, extending 
for a/whole city block, waited patiently outside the wine 
shopa for their share of the popular beverage. Some of

Though there is some truth in what Field- 
ing wrote, “When I’m not thanked at all, I’m 
thanked enough, I’ve done my duty, and I’ve 
done enough,” yet without doubt there is a 
place in the United States for the American 
Thank You League. For in the hurry of life 
some Americans seem almost to have over- 
looked the importance of these two words in 
making for social, national and international 
amenities. A letter sent out by the correspond- 
ing secretary of, the league .reads in part: 
“Foreign editors and returning travelers charge 
that we, as Americans, have so far forgotten 
the ‘Thank You’ of common politeness that we 
are @harged, as a nation, with intentional rude- 
ness or crude ignorance.” And surely Ameri- 
cans do not want this to be the case. A con- 
cluding paragraph spéaks for itself: 

Will you say “Thank You”? Thank You! We knew 


you would. And will you do even more in this determined 
effort to refute.this charge of national impolitene js. 


In his definition of “welfare” before the mem-

Logically, the solution of the problem lies in one or 


(1) By reducing the cost of production. 

(2) By rendering coal more valuable. 

Considering the first course, I have figures before me 
which give the costs of coal production in the United 
States and in Great Britain as being about 7s. and 
13s. 6d. per ton, respectively. This startling difference is 
largely explained by the fact that the American produces 
nearly five times 23 much coal as does the British miner. 
Machinery and a.system of bonus grants on output is 
given as the caus> of this superior rate of production. 
If this is true, then by applying to British mines the more 
economical systems employed in America, the cost of 
production could be reduced very sensibly. 

Considering the second course, it seems certain that 
the wastage of potential energy now obtaining in the 
consumption of coal must be overcome. Coal must be 
made economically more valuable. It is well known that 
but a fraction of coal’s calorific value is utilized in turn- 
ing the wheels of a steam locomotive. Engineers have 
designed more efficient engines, of course, but the wastage 
of potential power in even the most economical engine is 
still considerable. Surely the solution lies in concentrat- 
ing research on resolving coal in those components which 
will make available the maximum output of energy. 
subsidy of the public money on such research would 
certainly be a profitable investment.
